the newspaper in a bold presentation of its 
case put the mayor on the witness stand 
as its own witness. 
The examination of 


Thompson by the Tribune's attorneys 
clearly showed where his sympathies wre 
during the war and put him in the same 
class.,practically speaking, with La Fol- 
lette. 
The evidence showed that the 


mayor was conspicuous by his absence 
from the great patriotic demonstration in 
Chicago at and following th" commence- 
ment of war. 
Enough has already been 


disclosed to merit the contempt of real 
Americans, and certainly to earn the dis- 
gust and disapproval of the city of Chica- 
go unless it is in truth and fact a non-

The mayor continues his tirades against 


the reputable newspapers of Chicago, but 
it is certain in the end they will ''get'' 
him for what he is and force his retire- 
ment to private life.

LABOR LIABLE UNDER ANTI-TRUST 


ACT 


Organized labor will be 
disposed to 


blamo Chief Justice Taft for the decision 
of the United State? supreme court in the 
Coronado coa! case which holds that labor 
unions are suable and are subject to the 
Sherman anti-trust act. 
This was a. case 


against the United Mirr^TVorkers of Amer- 
ica., which contested the jurisdiction of the 
federal court, on the ground thai being an 
unincorporated association of workers it 
was not subject to prosecution under the 
Sherman anti-trust act. 


''It would be unfortunate." the court 


holds. "if an organization with as great 
power as this international union has in 
the raising of large funds and in^direct- 
ing the conduct of 400.000 members in 
carrying on in a wide territory industrial 
controversies and strikes out of which so 
much unlawful injury to private rights is 
possible, should assemble its assets to he 
used therein free from liability for injur- 
ies by torts committed in the course of 
such strikes. To remand injured persons 
to a suit against each of the 
400.000 


members to recover damages and to levy 
on his share of the strike fund would be 
to leave them remediless. 


"As a matter of substantive law. all 


union members engaged in doing unlaw- 
ful injury are liable to suit and recovery, 
and the only question is whether when 
they have voluntarily and for the purpose 
of acquiring concentrated strength and 
the faculty of quick unit action and elas- 
ticity created a self-acting body with great 
funds to accomplish their purpose, they 
may not be made, to satisfy claims for in- 
juries unlawfully caused in carrying out 
their united purpose.'' 


It appears that the decision is unani- 


mous a* the chief-justice did not announce 


a dissenting opinion. 
If that is the case 


it is rather significant because labor may 
be regarded as having a dependable 
friend on the bench in the pnrp°sp of Jus- 
tice Brandcis. 
It has long been a ques- 


tion whether unincorporated labor organ- 
izations are amenable to the Sherman an- 
ti-trust law and organized labor has stren- 
uously contended that they were not. The 
decision, which is to the contrary, is ac- 
cordingly of great importance, and sets 
up a precedent which may have far-reach- 
ing effects in future strikes and contro- 
versies between employer and employee. 
"Without doubt, the decision will lead to 
a.n attempt, by labor to secure exemption 
from liability by an act of congress. How 
the supreme court might term such legis- 
lation is problematical. 
Important con- 


stitutional questions would still be in- 
volved.

o be due to some actual obstruction, let us say 
ntussu?ception (slinping of one portion of intes- 
ine. into the portion next below), and in such cir- 
cumstances any physic can only aggravate the 
rouble and increase the danger to life.

must first have the ambition. 


In baseball one doesn't get 
very 


far unless he sets for himself a lofty 
goal, and then works his head off to 
achieve it. 


Never be satisfied with good enough. 


No matter how well you are succeed 
ing as a pitcher, always work on tho 
theory that you can improve 
your 


standard. 


Control rank« second to 
ambition. 


Control seldom comes natural 
to a 


pitcher. 


Any young pitcher, no matter how 


wild he is. can attain control if he 
possesses the proper determination. 


Control comes from constant pitch- 


ing practice. 
It is not acquired by 


mere haphazard throwing of the bill 
to somo other player. 
Rather it i? 


the result of an effort on the pitcher's 
part to make up his mind to throw 
a ball at a certain height and then 
attempt to do it. 


Very often advice from some vet- 


eran pitcher will help considerably. 
A hitch in one'? delivery, overstrid 
inp. or an imnroper position on the 
nibb°r. usually plays hnvoc with a 
pitchers efforts to get the ball over 
the plate. 


NERVE IS NEEDED 


Nerve, or to use the slang of tho 


ball field, "guts" is most essential. 
If you lack the courage you are never 
going to get far as a pitcher. 


No other player on the diamond 


rrK-ets up with the trying situations 
that constantly confront a pitcher. 
If you are easily discouraged, there 


is no hope for you. 
The tougher 


they break, the harder 
you 
must 


pitch. 


No matter how much 
speed 
or 


control you may have, it is not go- 
ing to be of any assistance to a 
pitcher who lacks nerve. 


A good motto is to pitch in a game 


just as you do in practice. 
Try not 


to allow tough situations to make 
any more impression on you than if 
you were merely warming up with 
the catcher. 


The demands on the pitcher are try- 


ing. 
He must be strong physically 


to go in day after day and stand the 
grind. ' Clean 
living, 
good 
food, 


plenty of sleep and no intoxicating 
liquors make for strength. 


It is always well for a pitcher to 


try to vary his style. 
A change of 


pace is most essential. 


The fast ball pitcher who can slow 


up when the opposition starts to hit 
his speed, has an ace in the hole. If 
a fast ball is in his stock in trade, he 
has nothing else to offer. 


WATCH BASE RUNNERS 


Pay attention to the base runners. 


Try to worry them so they never 
get away to a flying start. Pitching 
with runners on the bases is an en- 
tirely different proposition than with 
tho sacks empty. 


Study your batters. 
Learn their 


weakness and then take 
advantage 


of that knowledge. 
. 


These are just a few of the many 


difficulties that confront a 
pitcher 


They must be overcome to be suc- 
cessful.
